
Public Hearing – Tyson Foods Odor Management 
 
PURPOSE OF NOTICE: To announce a public hearing and seek public comment on the effectiveness of 
the Odor Management Plan that is part of the Tyson Foods Inc. air permit issued by the Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ) which limits air pollution from the facility located at 13264 Mountain Road, 
Glen Allen, VA 23059.   
BACKGROUND INFORMATION: The Tyson Foods air permit contains an Odor Management Plan that 
describes the technology and practices used to minimize off-site odors and to address odor complaints.  
Based on the recent number and frequency of odor complaints received by the plant and the DEQ-
Piedmont Regional Office (PRO), DEQ has determined that it is necessary to solicit comments from the 
residents of the community surrounding the Tyson facility with respect to the effectiveness of the Odor 
Management Plan. 
PUBLIC HEARING: DEQ Piedmont Regional Office, 4949 A Cox Road in Glen Allen, Virginia on 
October 3, 2007 from 6:30 p.m. to 8:00 p.m. 
PUBLIC COMMENT PERIOD: September, 3, 2007 to October 10, 2007. 
PERMIT INFORMATION: State Operating Permit Registration Number 50055 issued May 11, 2006 by 
DEQ, under the authority of the Air Pollution Control Board to Tyson Foods Inc., 13264 Mountain Road, 
Glen Allen, VA  23059. 
HOW TO COMMENT: DEQ will accept oral comments at the scheduled public hearing and/or written 
comments by e-mail, fax or postal mail. All comments must include the name, address and telephone 
number of the person commenting, and be received by DEQ by 5:00 p.m., October 10, 2007. The public 
may review the May 11, 2006 permit and the Odor Control Plan at the following website:
